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Headmaster's Notes 



I am pleased to welcome those members of our teaching staff who joined us this year. Mr. Robert Common came to BCS after completing a 
traverse of the Canadian Northwest which commemorated the journey of John Hornby. Mr. Common is a graduate of McGill University and 
Queen's University. He is Housemaster of Chapman House and Master of Form 11. Mr. and Mrs. Mark Gallagher joined our teaching staff in 
September; Mr. Gallagher is a member of the History department and Mrs. Gallagher teaches Science. Mr. Gallagher received degrees from 
Concordia and Queen's and Mrs. Gallagher holds a B.Sc. from McGill. Mr. Robert Tamblyn this year assumed the duties of Organist, Choir- 
master and Bandmaster. He received his degree from the University of Toronto. We have been fortunate indeed this year to have the services of 
Miss Nancy Marshall and Mss Nancy Arnold who have taught mathematics at BCS as part of the University of Waterloo Cooperative Teaching 
Program. Each of these teachers spent half of the year at BCS before returning to continue their studies. 

Upon the resignation of Mr. James Winder last summer, Mr. Alex Macintosh assumed the duties of Librarian in September. It is unfortunate 
indeed for BCS that Mr. Macintosh will be returning to university studies next fall. We all wish him well and thank him for all he has done 
during his short time with us. We are pleased to welcome Miss Lee Freeman to the School as Head Nurse and Miss Geraldine McGurk as 
Assistant Nurse, and we are grateful indeed to have had the services of Mile. Francine Roy, who is a member of the French Department. 

The School was deeply saddened this year to learn of the death on April 4th of Mr. Walter McMann. Mr. McMann taught Mathematics at BCS 
from 1942 to 1969 in both the Prep and Upper Schools. He is remembered by many Old Boys, and by many of us at BCS who enjoyed his wry wit 
and benefitted from his excellence as a teacher. 

On May 2nd we learned of the death of Miss Fay Molony who had worked at BCS from 1910 to 1970. Miss Molony, known to at least three 
generations of Old Boys, truly was an institution within an institution. She loved the School and devoted her life to its well being, and she is 
remembered fondly and respectfully by all who knew her. 

Our community is saddened indeed by the recent death on June 3rd of Lt. Col. John Blue. Colonel Blue came to BCS in 1961 as School Bursar; 
he assisted the Alumni Association as its Secretary -Treasurer for many years; our deepest sympathy go to his wife, Grace, and to his children, Alex 
and Brenda. 

I would like to congratulate the student body of this school. This has been an extraordinarily successful year; perhaps the most successful year 
that I can remember. Success has come to us not in any one particular area, but in many areas, and it is due not to winning any trophy nor any 
special recognition. It has come, I think, because more than in any other year we have, all of us, worked together harder toward the attainment of 
the ever elusive prize - excellence. We are not perfect by any stretch of the imagination, but in our pursuit of excellence I don't think anyone can 
accuse us of not giving it our best shot, as they say. That we certainly have done. I know I'm preaching to the converted, but I must say we have 
a super school here, and it is not due to any one person but to all of you. It is your School and you can be proud of what you have contributed to 
its well-being. 

School spirit, so intangible, so mercurial, has been excellent, and it is largely due to the high standard of student leadership which we have 
enjoyed. On your behalf I congratulate Matthew Kenny, Head Prefect, and Prefects: John Hallward, Douglas Mitchell, Timothy Moseley, 
Duncan McDougall, Mark Randle, Keith Rodeck, Jane Roots, Jennifer Shaw, and Bam Younkie. You have all done a superior job, and all of us 
have benefitted immensely from the manner by which you have provided leadership of a very high quality. We should not fail to mention, however 
that many other students have, through their efforts as captains of school teams, as superior students in the classrooms, as officers and NCO's in 
the Cadet Corps, as members of the Dining Hall Committee, as leaders and organizers in clubs, in plays, and in the choir, have given the 
necessary momentum and energy to the programs offered at BCS thereby making those programs useful and enjoyable for all. 

But most of all it is the enthusiastic participation of all members of our community which together has resulted in a highly productive and en- 
joyable year. Enthusiastic participation is the key to success, not just here at BCS, but in life generally. 

Even as we celebrate with our graduates the conclusion of this year and for many of them the conclusion of their BCS careers we look ahead to a 
new academic year. It gives me great pleasure to announce the appointment of Michael Laframboise as Head Prefect for 1979-1980. The following 
have been appointed Prefects: Jennifer Booth, Andrew Creighton, Bruce Davis, Peter Drummond, Stephen Jenne, Jane Mitchell, Cheryl Rogers, 
and Michael St. Onge. 

They have our congratulations and our best wishes for a very successful term of office. 

It is customary for the Headmaster to deliver a review of the year. This is always a difficult task because in a short time it is virtually impossible 
to include comments on all that we have accomplished. However, I can provide the highlights of the year, apologizing beforehand quite sincerely 
for any omissions which I have been forced to make. 

Our academic community during the past year consisted of 295 students: 103 girls and 192 boys: of that number 243 students were boarders and 
52 were day students. Of the total number of 295 students, 53 are children of BCS-KHC Alumni. 5 Canadian provinces are represented, and we 
have students coming to us from 12 foreign countries. 

Our graduates have received wide acceptance by universities than ever before. It is our good fortune to enjoy an excellent reputation at the 
university level, and I am told by numerous graduates that they feel that their school prepared them well for their university work. This year BCS 
students have been accepted by over 50 Canadian and American universities and colleges. 

In Form VII a highly successful experimental course in Canadian Studies was offered, popularly known as First Team Geography. Important 
industrial centres were visited in the Quebec -Toronto corridor and several experts visited BCS to conduct classroom discussion. This group was 
exposed to many aspects of our country's industrial base and had the unusual opportunity to see our nation at work. This course would not have 
been possible without the active participation of many of our parents whose constructive ideas and hospitality made the experiment the success it 
was. 

BCS and Rugby School held a student exchange again this year during the Lent Term. Kevin Mackinnon represented BCS at Rugby and 
Andrew Given represented Rugby at BCS. We were most fortunate to have the opportunity of meeting the Headmaster of Rugby School, Mr. 
James Woodhouse, who visited us on the occasion of the Canadian Headmaster's Conference which BCS hosted last October. Both schools are 
delighted with the exchange and certainly it is planned that it will continue to be an annual event. 

Thirty Vth Form girls participated in a two weekend French Exchange with Ecole Sacre Coeur in Sherbrooke. The aim of the exchange was to 
expose our students to French Canadian culture and language in a French home, and to introduce the students from Sacre Coeur to life in an 
English Boarding School. 

The Holt Library continues to grow steadily with the addition of 800 new books bringing our collection to over 15,000 volumes. Our thanks i 
given to Mr. Macintosh, Miss Matthews, and Mrs. Morgan and to the numerous student librarians for the excellent work they have done.

Our athletic program continues to be the most comprehensive of any school that I know. We fielded 33 competitive teams in 16 sports this year 
and BCS was represented in 486 interscholastic games, meets, tournaments and matches, which are incredible statistics for a school of our size. 

Our Cadet program has this year been most successful. In addition to weekly parades, the Corps was represented in Montreal last Fall at the 
Annual Black Watch Church Parade and also took part in our own Armistice Day Service. 

The St. Martin's Chapel Choir has had a most successful year under the guidance of Mr. Tamblyn. In addition to leading the school at Daily 
Prayers, and at Sunday Services, special services were sung throughout the year. The Choir travelled to Hamilton, Ontario, this year, and they 
gave 5 concerts in schools and sung 2 church services. 

There is not doubt that music in the School has a growing appeal. This is largely due to Robert Tamblyn 's devotion to it, as well as the en- 
thusiasm of many students. It is evident in music classes, in the progress which the Cadet Band has made, the creation of the School Wind En- 
semble which has 22 members, and in the excellence of the school musical, South Pacific, which was produced during the Lent Term and was 
directed by Mr. Lloyd. 

In addition to South Pacific which had a cast of 20 and a crew of 40, and which was produced on the Bishop's University stage, the Players' 
Club under Mr. Evans' direction produced 2 plays, Unman Wittering and Zigo in the Fall and The Mircle Worker this Spring on our own stage. 

And finally I should like to thank Miss Margot Graham and the members of the Alumni Association for their interest and support of our school. 
This year they provided $6,000 in scholarships and gifts for us. The association is a very active, interested, and enthusiastic group. Ten alumni 
gatherings were held - a number at BCS, and others in Montreal, Toronto and Halifax. Three alumni bulletins were published, Mr. Patriquin's 
History of BCS and. Mrs. Milner's history of King's Hall were distributed through the Alumni Office. Certainly this organization is growing, 
dedicated as it is to furthering the BCS cause wherever in the world alumni live. 

Good luck to you all; rest assured we will follow your careers with pride and with hope for your continuing success in your chosen fields of 
study.

Volume <W of the Magazine of Bishop's College School is dedicated to Mr. Walter 
McManll and to Miss Fa> Molony. I would like to thank sincerely Mr. Lewis Evans, 
Sr., and Mr. Graham Patriquin for kindly supplying us with these short pieces and 
the photographs, 
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When, on October 8th, 1960, Mr. Justice William Mitchell, on behalf of the 
Directors, presented Miss E. Frances Molony with a Hi-Fi Recorder to mark her 
fifty years of secretarial service to B.C.S., her reaction was, "Thank-you very much, 
but I haven't finished yet." 

She hadn't. For ten more years she continued to serve the school in various vital 
ways, finally retiring sixty years after she had taken the post of Headmaster's 
Secretary on September the 1st, 1910. 

Born in the townships. Miss Malony attended King's Hall, Compton, then took a 
secretarial course, and came to B.C.S. at the age of nineteen. Year after year in any 
weather she walked between the Town and the School, in earlier years to its site at 
the University, and later across the St. Francis to Moulton Hill. Her duties as 
secretary soon expanded, so, in effect, she alone became the business organization of 
an institution ever growing in complexity; she kept the records for everything from 
registration, fees, salaries, expenses down to vital trifles like text books and pencils, 
and woe betide the boys who came to her for a geometry set when he had had one 
merely a month ago. 

In the town of Lennoxville she was, for many years, a key member of the St. 
George's Church Choir, and an active member of the Maple Copse Chapter of the 
Imperial Order of the Daughters of the Empire. She had many friends, and enjoyed 
playing bridge with them, her attitude to that game being much the same as Charles 
Lamb's Mrs. Battle 'd to whist -- she gave no quarter, and asked none. 

Miss Malony died in Lennoxville on May the 2nd, 1979, and was buried in 
Malvern Cemetery, across the road from the School she had served and loved so well 
for so long. Her affectionate interests in hundreds and hundreds of Old Boys, and in 
masters and their families, will not soon be forgotten, and she will be remembered 
with love and respect. 



Walter Scott McMann, retired head of 
the Maths department, died at his home on 
Conley Street, Lennoxville, on April 4th. He 
began his teaching career in the New 
Brunswick public school system more than 
ten years before he came to B.C.S. in 
September 1942, during the first year of 
F.R. Patterson's Acting-Headmastership. 
He added a wealth of exactitude, punc- 
tuality and incisive, dry humour to the 
abundant resources of 'Pop' Page's Prep 
Staff, and some ten years later, was called 
to the Upper School to teach maths. In lieu 
of coaching duties he was happy to manage 
the Sports Shop and maintain a contact with 
the recreational side of the School. 

His contemporaries revelled in the per- 
tinent, often devastating shafts of wit that 
enlivened the classrooms he taught in and 
the Master's Common Room alike. Since his 
retirement in 1969, he remained in Len- 
noxville with his wife, Trixie, who taught 
art and handicrafts in the Prep for some 
time, and who survives him.

After so many long rushing hours, the 
event proved to be one of the best sales ever had by the group. Our thanks goes to everyone; parents, staff, students 
and friends who helped us to make the spring sale a "smashing hit" as it was.

The first issue was well received, merely because it was 
something new. At this point the staff began to double and 
triple from its original staff of one. Support was certainly 
there from the start, yet as time went on more and more 
became demanded of the Rumour. 

For about two or three issues it started to turn into a 
humour magazine and served no real function to the school 
except to keep the editor and asst. editor amused. After a 
brief session with the Headmaster and not so brief sessions 
with angry students the Rumour underwent a rebuilding 
process. It went from six pages of humorous material to 
fourteen pages of humorous news. The Assistant Editor 
introduced our centerfold feature which displayed prominent 
personalities around the time of each issue. 

The Sports Illustrated section was superbly done and was 



one of the greatest achievements of the Rumour. The stories 
were interesting and had a flair to them. 

All the scores were up to date, and the pictures were 
always quickly done, sometimes with only two days notice. 
Special thanks to Max Wallace. 

We also took over the obsolete function of school calendar, 
and published all upcoming school events, including a 
detailed schedule of the carnival games. 

All in all, we had an excellent start, but it was just that-a 
start. We did not fully establish the Rumour as a school 
function. This was demonstrated when the over-ambitious 
Editor asked for a Rumour tie, and was denied it. We had 
two and maybe three Editors lined up for the coming years 
which might establish it in the future. As well, we hope to 
find a very dependable staff overseer who can make the 
Rumour not just a fly-by night affair. Most importantly 
though, we need the undivided support of the student body 
and more interest. If we can acquire this we are on our way 
to a very successful newspaper. 

Thanks to all who made the Rumour possible.

TWO SCHOOL HISTORIES 
PUBLISHED THIS YEAR 

A most important job for the Alumni As- 
sociation this year was the distribution of 
'BCS - From Little Forks to Moulton Hill' 
the School's history and the publication and 
distribution of 'The History of King's Hall, 
Compton 1874-1972'. These books were sent 
to Alumni all around the world, Old Boys 
and Old Girls who waited eagerly to read 
their school's stories. 

Graham Patriquin, author of 'Little 
Forks', was the perfect person to be chosen 
for such an immense undertaking. He 
taught at BCS for 43 years (taught history, 
of course) was the Housemaster of Williams 
House and Games Master at the school be- 
fore the days of a Director of Athletics. No 
sooner had he retired from B.C.S. than he 
took up the job of recording the school's his- 
tory, which goes back to 1836. This year, 
after almost six years after he started his re- 
search, the beautiful two-volume set came 
into being and it is a real treat. 

An Old Boy, after receiving his copy, sent 
the following report to the Alumni Office, 
summing up the effect it had on him as an 
Old Boy of B.C.S.: 

"One is immediately stuck by the some- 
what unorthodox structure of the book. It 
does not begin with a chronological account 
of the school's development, but leaps in- 
stead into the history of the "Builders of 
Characters at B.C.S.:'' sports, cadets, 
agora, the choir, and the Players Club. This 
first lengthy section is followed by a very in- 
teresting section on the headmasters of the 
school. In the school's early years it appears 
that this position was used as a stepping 
stone to bigger and better things, and the 
school suffered for it. However, from the 
turn of the century a succession of strong 
headmasters did much to improve the 
school, culminating in the move to Moulton 
Hill in 1922. 

The section of the headmasters takes us 
into volume two where there are chapters on 
everything from the Prep, to masters and 
support staff, to favourite nicknames of both 
student and faculty. The book is rounded 
off by chapters entitled "Memorabilia" and 
"Trivia ", which, unfortunately, are much 
too short. 

While this in many ways is a popular his- 
tory written for a particular audience, the 
real strength of the book lies in the fact that 
it is an important contribution to the histor- 
iography of the Eastern Townships. The 
work on B.C.S. in the nineteenth century in 
particular is a great insight to the life in that 
century; for example, the excitement 
generated by a visit from the Governor 
General was a scene played and replayed in 
communities across the Canada of that day. 
Similarily, the story of the Headmaster try- 
ing to come to terms not only with the loss 
of his own son but also with the loss of Old 
Boys and trusted colleagues following the 
Great War is a poignant reminder that war 
in the twentieth century reached into every 
home and hit particularly hard at institu- 
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tions like B.C.S. The story of Peter Holt 
only underlines this point. 

For this reason, as well as many others, 
the book is well worth reading- you will put 
your experience at B.C.S. into the context 
which you never imagined. 

Elizabeth Milner's history of King's Hall 
is an altogether different type of book. Mrs. 
Milner wrote it as a thesis for her Master's 
degree in Education, so it follows a very 
academic style. It is a first-rate history for 
BCS girls to read because it explains so well 
all the circumstances around how and why 
girls eventually came to enter BCS. Mrs. 
Milner began her task with nothing more 
than a few names and dates. She wrote to 
England, searched through archives, town 
records, etc. and as a result managed to 
write a 250 page history so packed with pre- 
viously unknown material, that Old Girls 
are quite astounded. 

The history covers the years of every 
headmistress and their roles in the develop- 
ment of the school. It delves deeply into the 
struggles the school suffered in its 96 year 
existance, struggles which plagued the 
school from its inception right up to its final 
year in 1972. Of course, there were many 
happy and very successful years as well, and 
these are described. These years show exact- 
ly how the school became one of the finest 
girls' boarding schools in the nation. The fi- 
nal chapter is an overview and an assess- 
ment of the school, written with incredible 
insight and objectivity. 

It took Mrs. Milner five years to complete 
the work, a work which will remain the best 
record in existence of the story of King's 
Hall. 

Both 'BCS-From Little Forks to Moulton 
Hill' and 'The History of King's Hall, 
Compton 1874-1972' are in the library. I 
urge you to read them both when you have 
a chance. You will not only enjoy them im- 
mensely but you will walk around the school 
with a new-found awareness and under- 
standing of the buildings, artifacts and peo- 
ple surrounding you. You will have dis- 
covered some 'roots'. 



A REMINISCENT LETTER 
FROM OUR ARCHIVES 

Perhaps fifty years from now one of you 
will write a letter to the school similar to the 
one you are about to read. It has been in- 
cluded in this section because it is an ex- 
ample of the kind of thing in the School Ar- 
chives and also because it shows just how 
emotional and attached Alumni become af- 
ter several years out of their old school. This 
letter was written to Headmaster Oggie 
Glass in 1951 by Donald Jolly, an Old Boy 
who graduated from BCS in 1899. He wrote 
the letter after his return to Chicago, after a 
most memorable visit back to School. Here 
it is: 

"Dear Mr. Glass, 

A book would be required to chronicle all 



that passed thru my mind that day; some of 
it so very clear, much that was hazy. 

You will understand, I am sure, that go- 
ing back to BCS after more than half a cen- 
tury was quite an ordeal and rife with emo- 
tions. Oddly and happily my first physical 
contact was with a group of boys from the 
Prep: splendid, bright and happy lads, all 
about the same age as I was at BCS. Seeing 
and standing among them, the avalanche of 
memories almost overwhelmed me, I was 
touched far beyond words to describe. 

True, the School was moved across the 
river from its old site, but it is yet Bishop's 
College School as attested by the familiar 
crest which I stopped to photograph at the 
driveway entrance. Certainly the School in 
all its present setting is beautiful. I was 
quite awed with it all. 

Later I crossed the river and slowly ap- 
proached the old school site, wading 
through memories which sprang to greet me 
at every step. I must admit having aiump 
in my throat' during much of the day. 
Truly, I am convinced we remain boys, at 
heart, through all our years even though the 
house in which we dwell suffers the weather- 
ing. 

As I entered the old school building, I 
first noticed the door. Old classrooms are no 
more, but the reading room remains exactly 
as it was, and happily so far it offers a se- 
cure grip on the past. The elevator is still in 
place. All these observations seem insignifi- 
cant, but not to an Old Boy who so well re- 
members the minor things as well as the im- 
portant. 

Then to the basement. Well, the privy is 
gone. The shoe room farther along the hall- 
way where, as a new boy' I polished many 
a shoe - that is gone too. Across the hallway 
I would like to have peeked into the old 
boiler room, but I noticed a warning on the 
door of instant dismissal for so doing. I 
could not risk that penalty at my age! The 
closed door, it used to have a grill, could 
not shut from memory the three boilers, or 
the huge coal shovels we used as frying pans 
when, at night, we risked the consequences 
of an escapade. I could see 'Pete', the 
Headmaster, looking very stern when, on 
one occasion - the last one, we were caught. 
I could almost feel the sting of the penalty - 
a caning. 

The little closet at the end of the base- 
ment hallway was there too. I wondered if it 
still had the dirt floor where some of us 
buried souvenirs from the dining car of a 
Grand Trunk wrecked train. Later the 
spoils were returned by 'special request'. 

On the second floor I was to receive the 
only heart wreck of the day. Walking down 
the hallway I turned to enter the door of my 
old dormitory. My bed was just inside on 
the left. Here I would find much to recall, 
but no, all was gone, there was nothing to 
cling to. Before me was a labratory, only 
that- nothing more. I moved along. At the 
end of the hallway I paused at the door of a 
room that used to lead into old Kate's sit- 
ting room. That dear old soul had soothed 
away many a lad's "injured feeling ", includ- 
ing my own. Here Kate spent many years of 



her life. I am sure that many Old Boys of 
the 1870's, 1880's and 1890's would remem- 
ber Kate and most kindly. 

The quadrangle where we used to drill for 
our sin's when punishment drill was in 
vogue, and we tumbled, romped and played 
at other times, is now a green carpet. There 
was no grass there in 1898. The new gym, it 
was new in those days, is no longer a gym- 
nasium. Co-eds tote their books across the 
campus, or is it still called the quad? I hope 
so. This seemed an intusion to me, but I 
suppose it marks the march of time. In my 
days the girls went to Compton; I had three 
sisters there and, so far as I know, I was 
the only boy to dine with the girls at Comp- 
ton Ladies' College, but then only once. 

Then, across the quad was the one place I 
had purposely left until the last- the Chapel. 
I hoped so much that this had been un- 
touched through the years. I remembered it 
as the most beautiful I was ever in. Walking 
to it I climbed the stairs to the door through 
which we went to reach the dining hall. Just 
to the right a second door would give en- 
trance to the Chapel. Everything was there, 
and just in front of me was a very small 
door. Inside would be a cubhole which 
housed the bellows for the organ. The door 
fascinated me but I did not look inside. 

With some hesitancy I opened the door to 
the Chapel, stepped inside and stood there. 
As I stood there and looked around a 
warmth spread over me beyond words to 
describe. I never experienced anything so 
wholesome, and have never felt so humble. 
As a child of ten or eleven the interior of 
that chapel had registered so strongly in my 
mind that I felt I knew every inch of it, I 
believe I did. To me in the yesteryear it was 
beautiful, as I stood there now it was dim, 
there was not a sound, no one was there, I 
was alone and grateful for that. 

Later I sat in the choir pew from which I 
sang so many years ago. In that solitude one 
could meditate. How long I sat there I do 
not know, but I am sure that when I left 
the Chapel I took something with me that, 
as a boy, I could not have sensed. I left the 
grounds quite happy that I had come. I 
hope some day to return. 

I hope the reading of all this has not bor- 
ed you for I feel the better for writing it. 
Much of my habit through life was engen- 
dered at B.C.S. I have always been mindful 
of it. It was good to return there if only for 
one day."
